On Saturday morning, August 17, an 
urgent telegram was received by Mrs. 
Hayden Richardson of Dennis, from the 
national headquarters of ‘“‘Bundles For 
Britain.” This telegram related to the 
emergency need of surgical instruments 
in England due to the continuous bomb- 
ing of the civilian population. The na- 
tional organization has planned for Clip- 
per Ships to fly these instruments to 
England during this week and funds 
were needed at once. Within five hours 
$602 was wired from Dennis—collected 
from funds held by The American Friends 
of Refugees in Dennis, from generous 
residents of this town, and from the pro- 
ceeds of the auction held on Friday, Au- 
gust 16th in The Cape Cinema Gardens. 
The latter funds were generously re- 
leased by The Gertrude Lawrence Chap-
